The D epartm ent of Agriculture has 
issuer! a report of tho Re connoissance 
Soil Survey of Southwest Texas made 
recently bv experts from the Bureau 
of Soils. 
The area surveyed contains 
16,416 square miles and the territory 
embraces the counties of Bexar, Me­ 
dina, Uvalde, Kinney, Maverick, Za­ 
valla, 
Frio, Atascosa, 
VV ilson, 
Live 
Oak, McMullen, LaSaiie and Dimmitt. 
The area surveyed lies 
immediately 
south and we.-: of San Antonio and 
reaching to the Rio Grande. 
The report contains ll" printed pages 
describing the agricultural conditions 
of the area and the many different 
types of -soil-, what they are best 
adapted to and many suggestions as to 
how agricultural conditions could be 
improved. 
The report is illustrated by 
typical agricultural scenes photograph­
